4e I ave leeked round the MEETON area (in south-west LOBDON). Bombs 
bave fallen in the working-class quarter, demolishing as many a8 10 streets. 
MORDEN HALT Station and one factory have been demolished. Mere than 60 
people have been Eilisd. The bombs ranged from five to 50 ke. It turned out 
thet the area had few technical resources. One bosb dropped a: [BX 16th) 
dugest G14 pet explodes aotil 15th August. The balk of the bombs fell 100-500 
metres nerth-west af a large group af factories without osusing any desage to 
the latter, The mid had poor results because the run-in to the target was 
inserrest. The SAUSAGE-DEALERS (KOLMASNTET)[4] bombed from south to north: 
‘the strip of fasteriss rums for sere than three Ellomstres from east to vest 
amd is 500 metres wide. The Captaiz of a Mnltis Pilates steamskip, by the way, 
aleo reports that the SAUBAGE-DRALERS bembed across their samroy, in analysis 
ef where the bombs fall in CROTDON confirms that some of them are late iz 
dropping their bombs. Over 100 people were killed in CROYDON because the 
population reeeived no warming. The raid wee apparently a surprise to the 
silitary authori ties.
